WASHINGTON (AP)-Ameri- 


can shipping lines reportedly ern0on 62 to 74. 
have rebuffed 
a government 


plea that they reconsider the 
rates they would charge for 
moving 
American 
wheat to 


Russia. 


However, officials 
say pri- 


vately that the argument be- 
tween the U.S. Maritime Ad- 
ministration and the shipown- 
ers is far from closed and that 
the government still hopes to 
come to terms with the shipping 
industry. 


Russian refusal to pay the 


higher rates charged by Amer- 
ican ships is holding up the 
prospective sale of $250 million 
worth of wheat to the Soviet 
bloc. President 
Kennedy has 


stipulated that the grain must 
be moved on American ships 
where available. 


But there is no such shipping 


restriction 
on 
selling 
other 


grains to Communist nations 
and the Commerce Department 
issued today its fourth export 
license in five days authorizing 
shipment of yellow corn to Hun 
g^ry. 


The total this time is 800,000 


bushels 
of yellow corn, 
the 


equivalent of 20,000 long tons, 
valued at $1,290,320. It will not 
have to be transported in Amer- 
ican ships. 


•As before, the Commerce De- 


partment did not name the 
company obtaining the license 
today. The previous licensees 
have included Cargill Inc., Min- 
neapolis, and Continental Grain 
Co.
